%o The chief of personnel is an Austrian Communist nanead Teuber, a Viennese, about 
40 years old, who was appointed a fow months avo and is independent of Kodin, 
the Russian general mansger of the plant. 


10. When USIA took over the plant, the managsnont was compelled to sign over to 
USIA outstanding bills for twelve million RM, which the factory owed to German 25X1A 
firma. Consequently, the Russians may clair the firm as Russian property at the 
emi of the military occupation of Austria. 
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
